Bogroff Revealed All Save That 
He Was to Be Assassin. 


GOT IN THEATER THAT WAY. 


Russian Premier’s Life Saved by Cruei- 
fix That Deflected Bullet. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Sept. 16.—The double 
role played by Dmitri Bogroff, who attempted 
to assassinate Premier Stolypin at Kieff 
Thursday night, has been abundantly con- 
firmed. Bogroff’s Jewish name is Novsha 
Pershkevich. 

For some time Bogroff served as secretary 
of the pure food committee of St. Peters- 
burg. A search of bis quarters at Kleff 
disclosed copies of the secret instructions of 
the police lesued in connection with the im- 
perial visit to Kieff. It is learned that Bo- 
groff gained employment in the police serv- 
jee at the theater by Outlining to the au- 
thorities circumstantial details of a contem- 
plated attempt on Stolypin'e life. 

Told All but Name of Assassin. 

His information wae correct, because on 
Aug. 81 he was summoned to St. Petersburg 
by the fighting organisation of the social 
revolutionaries,“who demanded proofs of bis 
faithfulness and commissioned: him to make 
an attempt against the premier. 

Bogroff, with sinister design, informed Col. 
Kuliabko, chief of the Kieff seeret police, 
that the attempt might be made at the thee- 
ter. He was stationed there and ructed 
to signal if terreriets were present. The sole 
information withheld by Bogroff was that he 
himself Wag to perform the act. 

Bogroff has been frequentiy arrested for 
political reasons. He ts a grandson of the 
author of the well known book, The Diary 
of a Jew.” He is now held in the Kieff fort- 
ress. but will be transferred to the fortress 
of St. Peter and St. Paul here. 


Crucifix Saved Stolypin’s Life, 

KIEFF, Sept. 16—Premier Stolypin is pro- 
gressing toward recovery. The attending 
physicians found his condition satisfactory 
throughout the day and tonight's bulletin 
announced that there had been no particular 
change. The prémier’s temperature was 
given as normal. 

The crucifix always worn by Stolypin saved | 
his life. The one bullet that entered the body 
first struck the crucifix and thus lost much 
of its force, which accounts for the compara- 
tively slight wound.

In Berlin I attended a meeting of the r.

Mr. Ziegteld's ballet depicting q wild evening with the tur- 
key trot” on San Francisco’s “ Farbary Coast has been classt- 
fied by experts as a material, fleshly, and sensual thing; and Mise 
Hoffman's ballet illustrating a similar revel in the harem of the 
Shah in Teheran is decreed by the same judges to be about the 
most spiritual and esthetic form of amusement that it is possible 
for a great public to appreciate. | 

Which prompts a rather unfriendly correspondent to inquire 
why the one is to be considered a nasty debauch and the othes 
an uplifting artistic spectacie—thus precipitating the question, 
often pondered, of the location of the frontier between art and 
morality. Mr. Ziegfeld’s dancers frankly picture a prevalest 
phase of American life; Miss Hoffman's a more or less tradi- 
tional episode, comprising Arabs aud eunuchs and eopcubines 
in a mad myth of murder and music aud passion. In both there 
is the key to all ballets and to all drama—* Male and female 
created He them.“ Why one is naughty, Unfriendly Correspond- 
ent, and the other is not I am unable to tell. There is gayety 
and lust and jealousy in both. In Mr. Ziegfeld’s entertainment 
pretty women dance imprudently, and there are fights and 
song and mirth. In Miss Hoffman's diversion rapine end 
infidelity abound and the dances are the candid expression of 
the senses, with hideous women-faceil men gracefully caressing 
pliant girls, and all ending in death and devastation. It is the 
difference, in a way, between “Oedipus” and “The Basie 
Way.” The first is Old, and therefore fine: the second is New, 
and therefore gross. So when a friend asks me over the tele- 
phone which place to take a young woman of 18, the “ Follies” 
or the Russian ballet, I advise him, from a moral rather than ca 
wsthetic instinct, to go to see The Littlest Rebel.“ 

That suspicion concerning the renascence of dancing seems te 
have been dispelied by the energy of the ticket merchants. The 
appearances here last season of Pavibwa and Mordkin indicated 
that the passion for dancing was becoming vicarious—passing 
from the ballroom to the stage as a genuine art—but here we are 
exposed by those numerous and graceful daughters of Herodias as 
unwilling to give up the modest guerdon of the ticket speculator, 
to say nothing of the head of John the Baptist on a charger. We 
are tempted by Salome, but the idea of settling with the broker 
strengthens our puritanic—commercially puritanic—instincts, and 
ve do not fall in large numbers. So Miss Hoffman and her 
dancers wend their way westward, wondering tf Art is worth 
while, which it is at times. But it must be surrounded with the 


most favorable of environments— and the speculator’s tariff is 


not included among those. Miss Hoffman deserved more encour- 
agement from this middle west barracks of taste and apprecita- 
tion. Her dancers are not the ustal beldames of the ballet 
whieh one sees and raves over in the Hurepean theaters; none 
of the “ grisly.furies of Aeschylus attend her corybantic efforts 
as they do in more complaisant communities. Her dancers are 
pretty and curvilinear, and they can act as well as dance. Their 
art is intellectual as well as physical, and one is grieved that it 
was not more generally observed.

The result is a vivaciously informative 
volume, replete with authoritative theatrie lore, sparkling with 
the romance of the stage and delicately shaded with curious 
scandal. 

They are a surprisingly varied lot. these twelve theatrical 
Apostles of Aphrodite. From the well known story of Nell 
Gwyn and Charles II., with its atmosphere of venal intrigue, 
to the less familiar romance of the poet De Vigny and Marie 
Dorval—from the serio-comic love story of the amazing Becky 
Wells to the dignified and discreet liaison of Racine and 
Champmeslé—these famous ladies of the theater seem to have 
run the entire gamut of amorous emption, to have struck every 
chord on Love's lyre. 

There is Margaret Woffington, for instance, well remem. 
hered as the Peg Woffington of Charles Reade’s novel, whe 
calmly set up housekeeping sans bendfit of clergy with the great 
David Garrick, and who maintaindd an almost conventional 
ménage A deux until the tragedian’s shameless parsimony 
estranged them. There is Mile. Géorges, who at the age of 
16 became the first tragedienne of France, who won the favor 
of Napoleon himself, and whose ampur with the Corsican was 
one of the most touching and least sordid episodes in Bona- 
parte’s career. There is Anne Bracegirdle. one of the first in 
the royal line of English actresses, the toast and the despair 
of London ‘gallants; whose semi-platonie love affair with the 
courtly playwright, Congreve, has been the theme of specula- 
tive gossip ever since. There are Perdita Robinson, the 
favorite of George IV.: Dora Jordan, the faithful consort of 
him who afterward became William IV.: Justine Favart, * 
pathetic victim of that consummate Don Juan, Marshall De 
Saxe: and Adrienne Lecouvreur, the grande amoureuse of 
Voltaire’s time. 

Diverse as were the characters and eareers of these dear, 
dead women, they vet have their essential similarities; and their 
love passages seem to have been of three pretty well defined 
types. They were either the more of less venal submissions of 
the player to her sovereign, such as those of Nell Gwyn. Mile. 
f;eorges, and Perdita Robinson; or ther were the affiliations 
of comrades of the craft, such as that of Peg Woffington and 
David Garrick: or they were—somehow the most normal and 
inevitable relations of all—the levesiof player and playwright, 
such as that of Champmesle and Racine. or Bracegirdle and 
(‘ongreve. Perhaps most typical of all, however, was the spirit 
of the great Lecouvreur. What's living without loving,” she 
wrote. And when she was dying. poisoued by a jealous rival, 
she turned to a sculptured bust of (her lover which stood hy 
ner bed and exclaimed: “Behold iv my hope. and 
wy gods!” on .

esprits of the Chicago Rialto, a dramatic critic of cousiderable 
authority and a recognized pundit cf the playhouse—has 
brought to bis task the excellent equipment of an ample schol- 
arship, a nimble wit, and a vividiy graphic style.

he entered the shops at Aurora, III., Where 


he added practical information to his col- 
lege theory. Delano has never left the rail- 
way field, and his entry into the business was 
premeditated.

Ten 
years ago his name was not known in the 
higher railroad circles. After his period of 
track work chance came to him with an 
offer to run an engine on the Connecticut and 
Passumpsic. He made good as an engineer. 
Next he was a conductor on the Soo line, and 
later trainmaster and superintendent. He 
made his advances without any influence or 
money to back bim. 

Albert J. Carling, president of the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul, has never had any 
other employer than this road. As soon as 
he finished public school he got a job with 
the St. Paul and has remained. He began 
work in 1865 as a telegraph operator. After 
five years, when he was 23 years of age, he 
was made train dispatcher. After four years 
he became an assistant superintendent, and 
his progress has been steady since. Earling 
taught himself telegraphy and had but a 
meager education. | 

Roswell Miller is chairman of the board of 
directors.of the St. Paul road. His rise in, 
power has been rapid. Miller was not one of 
those who began as section men, for he came 
into railroading through the cabin window. 
He made his start from moneyed influences, 
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versity of Darmstadt. On his return to this 
country he began as a civil engineer on ral 
road work. The then president of the Penn- 
Sylvania saw what was in young Cassatt and 
pushed him along. until at 35 he found him- 
self third vice president of the system. 
Opposed to the beginnings of Cassatt are 
those of Samuel M. Felton, president of the 
Chicago Great Western. Felton began as a 
rodman. This was in 1868 on the Chester 
Creek road, when Felton was 15 years of age. 


- His engineering service brought him the posi- 


tion of chief engineer of the Chester and 
Delaware River railroad and in 1885 he got 
into the Erie. 

Edward P. Ripley's entrance into the rafl- 
way business was unusual.

For four 
years, beginning in 1874, he worked a key 
on the Chicago and Alton He. has al- 
ways worked in the operating department, 
rising gradually from operator to dispatcher. 
trainmaster, and division superintendent. 

Marvin Hughitt, until recently president 
of the Chicago and Northwestern syetem. 
is another glorified telegraph operatgr. He 
learned when the name of Moore was stin 
strange to many millions, and became one 
of the first expert bperators. He came to 
Chicago at the age of 17 and was employed 
by the llinois and Mississippi Telegraph 
company. In 1855 he became superintend- 
ent of the office, and attracted the attention 
of the St. Louis and Chicago, now the Chi- 
cago and Alton, which offered him the po- 
sition of superintendent of its new telegraph 
line. 

The successor of Hughitt as president of 
the Northwestern, William A. Gardner, was 
also a telegraph operator. He began at 
the age of 16 with the Chicago and Alton. 
For a brief time he was with the Illinois 
Central in the same capacity, then changed 
to the Northwestern and became a stenog- 
rapher and clerk in the general superin- 
tendent’s office. He had learned stenog-

If the cre- 
dentials are found satisfactory there are re- 
Sponsible firms which will furnish a smal 
lunchroom, seating from twelve to twenty- 
four customers, on excellent terms fdr 4 
fixed sum. This wil] include horseshoe coun- 
ter, swivel stools, inner center counter, with 
all the necessary pans and stands for rolls, 
Cakes, and fruits; also indispensable coffee 
urn, water cooler, milk and cream reser 
voirs, as well as fittings: under horseshoe 
counter itself for the keeping of butter, sand- 
wiches, pies, knives, forks, spoons, etc. Then 
there are compartments for all kinds of china 
and glasses, both clean and used. 

All of these things mentioned are a direct 
necessity for all lunchrooms no matter what 
size. The firm takes the responsibility of 
seeing that nothing is missing. These firms 
are generally open to such an arrangement 
for pay as conditions warrant. All the furni- 
ture and fixtures in such a case are new. 

Should credit not be available a man of 
fairly good judgment can buy all he wants 
for an outfit in this line from second hand 
dealers who make a specialty of such goods. 
Here it is as a rule spot cash, but figures are 
sometimes cut in halves, and with a good 
selection and plenty of hustling half the price 
may be saved, Such bargains, be it distinctly 
understood, must be watched for weeks inad- 
Vance of contemplated opening. In buying 
china, silver, and all other materials it is 
better to buy all in bulk from firms handling 
goods made pes — such trade. 


Kitchen Outfit „ Cheap. 

Expenses for kitehen outfit for lunchroom 
may be made relatively light; they ought not 
to exceed $50. Have it scrupulously neat and 
an abundant supply of water. It a small 
“split” is run the expenses are increased 
to provide facilities for preparation of light 
meat dishes. 

Everything imaginable in the way of bak- 
ery goods, bread, rolls, cakes, and pies is 
also supplied by lunch furnishing firms. 
Beans, rice, and similar disues may also be 
bought wholesale, but experts claim it is bet- 
ter to have them made on the premises. A 
little judicious advance advertising ig always 
advisable. Now open the lunchroom and be 
prepared to take matters as they come It is 
up to you to develop your business from the 
moment you open the doors. 

No matter how few the customers be at first 
treat them with the greatest attention. Give 
the best of your wares—rather more than 
less. Above all, keep the room as neat and 
well ventilated as possible. Be cheery with- 
out familiarity and consult your customers’ 
wishes. Give them their money’s worth in 
good goods and every day will show an in- 
crease. 

Under fairly good conditions as to locality, a 
lunch with accommodations for twenty-six 
people ought to do a business of from $25 to 
$40 or more per day and return a net profit of 
6 to 18 per cent. This is a point which ts 
almost impossible to estimate with any cer- 


‘tainty. The one thing all parties agree on 18

Closest Attention Required. 

Experiences among men and women en- 
gaged in this business necessarily vary. “We 
have 107 chairs here and often serve 8,000 
people in a day.“ said the manager of a large 
downtown lunchroom. This business re- 
quires close attention and will prove satis. 
factory to any one who has his wits about 
him. While I would not particularly encour- 
age any one to start a lunchroom, I can say 
it has as many opportunities for money mak- 
ing as any other business Three or four 
hundred dollars is perhaps the minimum 
amount one can start with 

I put in about twelve hours of hard work 
per day in our busy season. let no one try 
who is not a persistent worker. It is no snap 
Don't bother about serving meats or fish 
when there is but. Uttle money to back the 
proposition. Serve your customers quickly, 
and intelligently. Don't be fussy. Get the 
best help you can.

automatically signaling 


“Stop” te following trains. 


By CHALMERS L. PANCOAST. 


HEN you travel on à train that 
speeds over many miles of intricate 
tracks, and then dashes into some 
city across a network of puzzling 
switches, have you ever wondered 

why it was you felt so secure? 

Somehow, you are conscious of the engi- 
neer’s confidence in his route by the masterful 
way he rushes hw train over the tracks and 
through the great yards of terminals. 

Last year one large railway syetem carried 
ten per cent of the estimated passenger traffic 
of the United States, or 49,491,000 people, 
without a fatal accident to any of the number. 
This remarkable achievement, which is an 
unparalleled record in railroading, ig attrib- 
uted directly to the installation of safety 
devices. 

The victory of safety devices has reduced 
the possibilities of accidents and collisions to 
the minimum, In America the accident prob- 
lem has been the most serious to deal with 
in modern railroad affairs. The long lists of 
Casualties have been presented as evidence 
that railroad men in general held a reckless 
disregard for life and property. 

However, this cannot be proven true, as 
railroad progress has been too rapid to permit 
of a great deal of time for developing systems 
for the safe handling of trains. Butthe pub- 
licity given to all forms of accidents, and their 
Investigation, has been a spur to greater ef- 
forts to safeguard lives and property. ‘This 
effort has developed a universal campaign 
calling for the expenditure of millions of dol- 
lars, which has already resulted in a big re- 
duction of accidents and the guarantee of 
greater safety to the traveling public. 
When you have occasion to travel again, 
vou will find it an interesting study to watch 
the signals along the track. You will then 
understand why the semaphore arms pre- 
vent one train from crashing into another, 
guard against all kinds of accidents, and ob- 
serve just how rallroad travel is made safe. 

This system ot providing safeguards 
against accidents and loss of life is known as 
the automatic block signal system 


Principle a Simple One. 


The principle governing the operation of 
this system is simple and easy to understand. 
Along any line where automatic block signals 
have been installed the track is divided into 
sections called blocks,“ the average of each 
being a mile or @ mile and a half in length. 
At the end of every block a signal in the 
form of a *‘ semaphore arm is erected, which 
controls the section on which it is stationed. 

The position of the arm of the semaphore 
tells the engineers of approaching trains 
whether to stop or go ahead. Ifa block is oc- 
cupied by a train, the signal arm wilf extend 
in a horizonta) position, meaning stop,“ or 
danger,“ and it holds that position as long 
as the train remains in that block. Or if any 
obstruction, such as a broken rail, a mis- 
placed switch, or any object is on the track 
in the block section,“ the arm will remain 
at the stop signal until the obstacle is 
removed. In this way the electric semaphore 
prevents all kinds of accidents, which in the 
past have occurred because no one wag there 
to give warning, or perhaps it was the mis- 
take of some trainman. But she trustworthy 
block signal places around the traveler zones 
of safety from terminal to terminal. 

Through the two rails of the track there 
flows an electric current from a battery at 
the opposite end of the block. This current 
controls a small motor, which pulls the sema- 
phore arm down and holds it in that position 
as long as the block section is unobstructed 

But when a train passes the semaphore and 
enters the. block. the wheels and axles of the 
engine and cars interrupt the current flowing 
through the rale When this occurs the 


“semaphore arm’’ immediately flies to the 


„Stop position. This is because the electric 
motor has been. disengaged from the sema- 
phore arm, and the arm being released ‘s 
restored to the horizontal positior bos coun- 
ter weight.

Easy Rules for Crew. 


It is quite ag possible for the current in the 
réils to be interrupted by an open switch, a 
broken rail, or any obstruction on the track. 
When this takes place, the semaphore arm 
comes to the stop position. Or should any 
part ot thie electric automatic system get out 
of order, the arm will fly to the stop posi- 
tion, and will in no case give the clear 
signal unless the block is clear. So even 
when the automatic apparatus is not Working 
properly it is safe. 


The train crews have simple rules to follow. 


If the arm is in an inclined position, the train 
may go ahead to the next signal. 
fs in a horizontal position, the train must 
stop, and not enter the block unti} proceed 


orders are received. or a flagman has been 


gent ahead to investigate. 

These signals operate as well at night as by 

day. At night when the semaphore arm 
comes to the stop position. it displays a 
red light. When the arm is in an Inclined 
position, indicating a clear block, a green 
light is displayed. If the lights should fail 
to work, there is a warning signal im the ab- 
sence of either the red or green lights. The 
mute orders are to stop, just as though @ red 
light was flashed down the track. 
Thus the engineer runs his train with con- 
fidence in the electric automatic block syse- 
tem. He knows the man in the signal tower 
in giving him the right of way automatically 
sets signals against all other trains from en- 
tering the block whidh he occupies. 


Work of the Towerman. 
After studying the signals of the semaphore 


If the arm. 


a signal is given it cannot be changed witb- 
out setting Instantly other signals against it. 

On single tracks treins enter the blocks 
from both directions, and it is necessary to 
provide signals at both ends of every block. 
In making the block signals overlap each 
other, two trains approaching the same block 
from opposite directions at the same time 
are prevented from getting clear signals 
to enter the block simultaneously. 


On many roads of double tracks the sema- 
phores are provided with two arms for con- 
trolling two blocks instead of one. This sys- 
tem of overlapping the various block sections 
gives advanced signals to approaching trains. 
The extra arm tells the engineer whether the 
second block signal beyond is at a stop 
or a proceed position, and if the first block 
is clear, and the second obstricted, the train 
can thus proceed with caution to the next 
signal. 
E 
System for the Crossings. 


At railroad crossings, ends of double track, 
and all places where tracks cross of converge, 
the switches are operated by “ interlocking 
signals.“ By means of levers the switches 
and signals are so interlocked that it is im- 
possible to give clear signals over the 
same track for two different trains. The in- 
terlocking signals differ from the block sig- 
nals in that two or more semaphore arms are 
used. Certain arms are used for certain 
trains. 

In addition to safeguarding the movement 
of trains, the use of electric automatic block 
and interlocking signals also increases the 
capacity of a given plece of track. Without 
block sections two trains are not permitted, 
under ordinary conditions, to occupy the 
track between stations, with the result that 
only one section of five miles or more can be 
occupied at one time by onetrain. But with 
the electric automatic signals stationed one 
mile or so apart, it is possible to permit trains 
to follow each other one block section apart. 


In this way, the capacity of the line is in- 
creased more than three times over that of 
track not provided with an automatic signal 
system. This means greater economy in rail- 
road management, fn addition to the economy 
of eliminating loss by accidents. 

But even with the impenetrable shield of 
autometic. signals carrying à train along 
safely, progressive railroads have adopted 
other methods to be doubly sure that acci- 
dents will not happen. The flagman is stin 
carried on the rear of all trains, and it is his 
duty to keep watch at all times. The instant 
his train comes to a stop he hurries back along 
the track with his flags, torpedoes, lanterns, 
and other devices for signaling any approach- 
ing train. Between the rear flagman and the 
automatic block signals the chances for rear 
end collisions have been practically elimi- 
nated. 

x 
Emergency Tests for Efficiency. 

Quite a few of the leading railway systems. 
which have a large mileage of automatic sig 
nals, have adopted a plan of carrying out 


“ surprise *’ or “ efficiency” tests for train- 
men. These are sometimes called ‘‘ emer- 
gency” tests, and the object is to make sure 
that the trainmen are obeying operating rules 
and respecting all signal warnings. 

At various points along the line, the plan 
ip to secretly make these surprise tests 
by disconnecting a number of signals so that 
they will give the stop warning. Signals 
are also reversed, torpedoes and fuses 
dropped, so that a committee of officers may 
observe how careful the engineers and train- 
men are, in looking out for emergencies; and 
what precautions are used in running through 
block 

On a western railroad the safety movement 
is being advanced throughout the entire sys- 
tem by @ campaign known as the “ safety 
habit button plan.” The slogan that 's 
printed on each button ts “GET THE 
SAFETY HABIT.” 

These novelty buttons have been freely dis- 
tributed among the army of railroad workers 
with excellent results, The slogan, “ Get the 
Safety Habit“ has become so popular that it 
has already performed a most important mis- 
sion. In the first place, it has firmly im- 
pressed into the minds of the wearers of the 
buttons the necessity of being ever watchful 
in protecting lives and property by obeying 
orders at all times and under all circum- 
stances. 

These little reminders of “safety” have 
been issued in various languages and dis- 
tributed among the foreign track layers and 
laborers, as well as the trainmen and shop- 
men. 

Another large railroad system has started 
at the foundation of things to promote the 
safety movement among employés. 

For the purpose of developing individual 
efforts and efficiency in maintaining the 
tracks and roadbed in the best condition, this 
company has established a system of award- 
ing cash prizes. The money is to be paid to 
the roadmasters and section foremen whose 
divisions show thé greatest improvement for 
the year. 

This raſlway system considers a good ond 
tion of tracks to be the first and most im- 
portant accomplishment in their work of de- 
velopment. It directly promotes greater 
safety and efficiency in operating trains.

Prizes Spur to Effort. 

The spur and stimulation of the compétition 
for the cash prizes has already brought about 
noticeable Improvements, and unusual rec- 
ords are expected by the end of the year. 

As the plan will cover all the lines of this 
system, the prize money will reach the sum 
of between five and ten thousand dollars 
The roadmaster of a subdivision of the main 
line whose division shows the greatest im- 
provements during the year will receive $100, 
the foreman of the section on each roadmas- 
ter’s division showing the greateet improve- 
ments will receive $50. The prizes wil! be 
awarded on the basis of the highest number 
of points credited for improvements in line 
and surface work, ditches, drainage, switches, 
spacing of ties. eta. 


Is Automatic Stability Possible? 
It’s Big Problem of Aviation.

6 0 ERE ts no mechanical movement 
that man can perform,” said A. M. 
Herring, the aeronaut, “ which can- 
not be done more satisfactorily and 
with more rellability and safety by 

machinery.” 

I had but just asked this pioneer airman as 
to whether he Deileved that automatic sta- 
bility would be the eventual type for flying 
machines or whether man would always con- 
tinue to balance his mount. His answer, brief 
as it was, summed up all that there was and 
is to be sald concerning the future develop- 
ment of the nme machine as regards con- 
trol. ; 

There are ritmberlese problems connected 


with the balancing of a flying machine which 


the layman; who has not béen up in the air, 
never thinks of, but conditions render the bal- 
ance problem a difficult one so far as making 
it automatic. It would seem that to fulfill the 
functions required of it without hesitancy, 
meeting each disturbing wind gust with a 
counter action, balancing each change of 
pressure and shift of weight, and fitting the 
surfaces: to the different densities and strata 
of air encountered on a windy day, the bal- 
encing mechanism will need to be almost 
human and posmessed of near intelligence 


That there is serious thought of developing. 


such a machine is apparent.

Wright at Work on Problem. 

“We took out a patent a number of years 
ago,’ said Orville Wright as 1 was talking 
over thie same problem with him, and ex- 
pect to develop the idea later as we catch 
up to present work. The preliminary tests 
seem to show that it is going to work all right 
and we have great hopes for it.” 

This patent covers the control of the warp- 
ing and the elevator by means of compressed 
alr working in a cylincer and controlled by 
the action of a wind vane and a pendulum 
combined. 

The French have been recently trying out 
an automatic stability apparatus on a Far- 
man, Gen. Roques observing the tests for the 
government. 

Roger Sommer has just tested a device for 
balancing and the machine is said to have 
fiown with pilot and later with a passenger 
as well, the pilot having nothing to do butset 


the apparatus for a level flight and then enias 
the scenery until time to come down. BS 
doubtful if the apparatus lancs him as weil. 
No particulars are given as to the principle 
on which this machine works. 

Extenstve experiments have been going on 
of late in Hungary with an ingenious stabil- 
ity device consisting of some quicas!!ver in a 
bulb with a Jude running in either direction 
from it. If the tube slants the quicksilver 
runs to one end and working on a diaphragm 
opens a valve which lets water under pressure 
inte a cylinder. A piston sliding in this 
cylinder works the warping of the wings for 
side balance and a second apparatus similar, 
but sunning fore and aft, works the elevator 
te balance horizontal fight. 


* ** 
Ingenious Method of Testing. 

By trippping a smal lever the pilot can at 
any time disconnnect the mechanism and 
balance things himself, such as for starting 
and landing, but once in the alr he can set the 
tube at any angle relative to his machine and 
the device will steer it on in that same diro- 
tion until the operator changes it. 

In trying out this device a most ingenious 
method was used to énable the engineers in 
charge to gather all the possible experimental 
data without danger to themselves and in a 
way impossible in free fight. This was a- 
complished by mounting the Bleriot to which 
the balancer was fitted on the top of a high 
speed electric car, ag shown in the photo- 
graph, the mounting being such that the 
machine was free to tip this way and that by 
means of telescopic and jointed fastenings. 
One of the balancing mercury tubes can be 
seen in the picture running lengthwise just 
under the main body below the pilot's seat. 

Fitted as shown the car was run at a speed 
of close to a mile a minute and the operations 
of the apparatus observed by a corpsof eng- 
neers. \) 

From the results of these experiments a 
new arrangement on the same principle but 
much simpler is being bunt. Mounted on the 
car the machine was practically in the condl- 
tion of free flight so that the readings and 
data should be accurate. 

More of just such experimental work is 
needed and it is only by such careful, intelli- 
gent, painstaking work that the flying ma- 
chine will be developed To build a machine 
to designs already furnished is a simple mat- 
ter: to design an efficient filer is a giant's 

task in comparison, and there will be some 
time yet before we — a real flying ma- 


chine.

As it is, with the maximum dimensions of 
100 feet beam, 700 feet length. and 3 feet 
draft, there is no dock in the United States 
thet will take such a ship. Hence it appears 
that these are the outer limits of dimen- 
sions for our battleships; for after having 
constructed the cana! it would be superia- 
tive madness to neutralize it by building 
ships which could not use it. By increas- 
ing the coefficient of fineness, a somewhat 
larger tonnage might be obtained. Hence 
it would seem that the utter limit in size of 
our battleships is roughly 40,000 to . 
tons. From 1907 to 1911 the tonnage has 
jumped from 20,000 to 30,000—50 per cent. At 
the same rate of increase, in 1¥15 the limit 
will have been reached, and the battle of 
dieplacement will have given place to the 
battle of calibers.

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FITTING THE ens

HE device I described last week has put 
me in mind of another common scheme 
seen every where in Holland, and which 
you can make after you finish the 
Dutch derrick; that is, a model canal 

with a lock.“ 

I suppose most of you boys now What a 
“lock” is—the canal kind, of course—and 
many have ridden through them on boats. 

The lock itself is a sort of big box with 
a water tight door or gate at each end, one 
of which is always shut. 

The water above the lock is higher than 
below so that the door that is shut acts asa 
sort of dam. 

Locks are situated in canals so that the 
boats can be sent down hill or up without 
having any slant to the canal, which would, 
of course, set up a current and all the water 
would run out of the canal To keep the 
water deep there must be no current. 

Suppose you are on the top water level in 
a Dutch canal boat, as I have shown in the, 


drawings. First the lock tender will see 
that the lock is full of water and up to the 
upper level, and then he will open the upper 
gate or door G so that your boat sails slowly 
into the lock . 

Then the tender shuts the door bend the 
boat. this door being water tight, of course, 
and opens the lower gate just a little way. 
This lets the water in the lock run out slow- 
ly until the water in it is even with the 
water at the lower level. Of course. your 
boat floating on the water comes down too, 
and when the water inside ts level with the 
outside water below he opens the lower gate 
and the boat sails out, having come down 
from the higher level to the low.

Reverse Operations for Ascent.

wouldn't have a salesman in my employ at 
less than $1,000 a year if I felt sure I could 
get some for each department who were 
worth that much.” 

Did you ever stop to think that the stock 
that can ordinarily afford a $10 a week man 
is in a healthier condition and shows a 
larger profit when the man in charge of it

A great many salespeople know a little 
about half a dozen stocks and not much of 
any particular one.

It is of first importance, if you want to 
promote the interests of you employers, and 
incidentally your own, to make of yourself 
a specialist in some particular line.

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The separate drawing shows the boat going 
down and in the three positions, “ up.“ in 
the lock,” and down.“ this showing also the 
different water levels, that in the lock being 
half way between the upper and lower 
levels, though where this water level is de- 
pends on the lock tender and how much wa 
he lets in. : 


The canal itself may be merely a three 
sided trough of boards, say six inches wide, 
for your toy boats, the edges carefully nailed 
together with thick paint in the cracks to 
make them water tight. 

The trough is buried in the ground until 
the upper edge is level with it and the ends 
are stopped up with dams or wooden parti- 
tions as desired. 

This trough is filled by a bose at one end 
and you must be careful in Durying the canal 
to get it absolutely level so that water won't 
be deeper at one end than at the other. 

The lock part is made by fitting the ends of 
two troughs together, as in the drawing, the 
bottom of the upper trough being cut away 
for the length of the lock, as at D, and the 
lower trough fitted underneath with side 
boards C, only one of which is shown, to 
make the joint more water tight, paint being 
smeared here too. 

The upright pieces E and (b) are nailed 
in carefully and a crosspiece fitted to the 
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bottom ot the trough, too, connecting tne dot - 
tom ends of these pieces.

Making the Gates. 


The doors G are made of inch wood and fit 
up against these brace pieces E and (b), on the 
upstream side, of course. The pressure of 
the water will hold them in place, and to 
make them water tight nail an oiled strip of 
leather L. as in the drawing of the gate 
around the edges that are in the trough, the 
leather overlapping half an inch. 

The lower gate is, of course, twice as deep 
as the upper, but otherwise the same. 

You can sée how the pressure of the water 
will spread this leather out and hold it 
tight against the sides of the trough. 

To hinge the gate. nail through one side 
of this leather as at (n), these nails going into 
the sides of the trough just in front of the 
sticks E and (b). The handle H is to swing 
the gates open and shut. 

The drawing of the boat in the process of 
“going through the lock shows a different 
scheme for making the gate water tight by 
using rubber edged “‘ weather strips for the 
pieces E and (b) of the former drawings, as 
shown at R 

Otherwise this lock is made in the same 
way. 

If made with an ordinary amount of care 
the gates Will not leak more than the hose 
above will take care of, and a drain can be 
fixeé at the far end to take the overflow. 

If made really well the gates will not leak 
at all. 

The drain at the lower end should bea 
notch cut in the trough sides, down half an 
inch below the upper edge, so the water will 
be always just half an inch from the top of 


the trough .

HE average country merchant adver- 
tises in his home weekly newspaper be- 
cause he feels that he should give the 
editor some encouragement. 

Hence, because he takes little or no 
interest in what his advertisement says, he 
seldom changes it, and still more seldom does 
he have anything in the announcement that 
grips the reader, and thereby brings him 


trade. 

The average advertisement in a weekly 
newspaper reads like a label. The majority 
of them state that the advertiser is still at 
the same old stand, or handles the best goods 
in town. Few of them deal in anything but 
generalities. 

Such advertisements probably are not worth 
anywhere near what they cost. About all 
they do is to keep the name of the merchant 
before the reader. But, in a small commun- 
ity, practically everyone knows a merchant 
who has been in business any length of time, 
so simply having one’s name before the pub- 
lic can be_of but little benefit under such 
conditions. 

Many country merchants leave the writing 
of their advertisements to the editor. They 
order their space, sometimes amounting to a 
page, and tell him to write them a “ good 
announcement.

When your jelly will not jell, and that 
happens to every cook at times, do not turn 
it back into a saucepan to cook it over; that 
breaks the little gelatined globules that have 
formed even though not enough to make 
jell, and you will have at best a sticky, stringy 
mess; but take a large dripping pan, half fill 

it with water, set your undisturbed glasses 
of jell in it, not close enough to touch, put 
into a hot oven, and let them bake till suffi- 
ciently jelled. It sometimes takes three- 
quarters of an hour, but the jelly will cut as 
smooth and clean as though stiff enough at 
a first cooking.

A Simple Lunch. 


Although this lunch is dainty enough to 
tempt the most capricious appetite, yet it is 
sufficiently satisfying to serve as the only 
meal between breakfast and dinner. Hard 
boil as many eggs as are necessary, allow- 
ing two eggs for eich plate required. When 
eco] enough to handle remove the shells and 
carefully cut each egg in half lengthwise.

Around the outside of 
plate, between the halves of egg, put more 
radighes, cut in larger pieces than those used 
in the center.

While any 
kind of cheese will make tasty sandwiches, 
if American cheese is used it is better to 
grate it and then eprinkle it over the but- 
tered bread than merely to slice it.

Cotton diapering. which comes by the bolt. 
put up in sealed packages, is the best. This 
material is superior to both cotton flannel 
or the more expensive linen diapering Three 
bolts are generally bought. one of eighteen 
inches in width, one of twenty, and another 
of twenty-four. There are generally cut 
twice as long as the width and in order to 
get them straight. a thread should be drawn. 
Turn a hem at each end about one-quarter 
of an nch in width, baste carefully. overhand 
across each end and then stitch on the ma- 
chine. Do not necléct to take all bastings 
out and fasten the threads of the stitching 

Pinning blankets—or barrow coats as they 
are frequently called—are needed for cold 
weather babies, Flannel which is part linen 
is excellent for these blankets, which are 
easy to make. There is a broad walst band 
and the plain ‘skirt part. One of the beet 
patterns shows the band fastening down the 
left of the front and the skirt part cut from 
a circular shaped pattern. so there are no 
gathers to hurt the tender flesh. The band 
is really double across the front, as it laps 
eo far. 

Before setting the skirt into the band a 
hem is laid down each front and across the 
bottom, Or the edges may be bound with 
the regular flannel binding ribbon. Where 
the flannel is hemmed. there is but one turn- 
ing made. The raw edge is held in place by a 
small cross stitch, using eighty ar ninety 
thread for the purpose. Then a row of single 
feather stitching may be worked on the right 
side. Of courte; this last ie not neceseary 
on these little garments, as, If the rest of the 
work is well dope it ig dainty and nice as 
it is. 

After the pinning blanket comes the flannel 
petticoat. There are several patterns for 
this, but none 4s satisfactory as the one 
called the Gertrude. This is cut on prin- 
ces lines And dees away with any uncom- 
tortable bulk around the waist. Besides 
which there is added protectioi in having the 
flannel come up over the chest. 

A soft, pretty quality is sold especially for 
this purpose. 'The seams can be stitched on 
the wromg side, pressed open and edges fin- 
ished with the fine cross stitching. One of the 
prettiest finishes for the neck and armholes 
is the embroidered scallop. Patterns for the 
scallops can be bought in different sizes, and 
a small size should be used. Three yards of 
the pattern come in an envelope. for 10 cents. 
Cut the paper where it is necessary, 80 it will 
fit around the curved lines, and see that it 
is perfectly laid before transferring by tron- 
ing. 

The shoulders should be left open, and the 
seams on the back finished with a facing. 
while the seams on the front are left a half 
inch beyond the seam line, the edge scalloped 
and a buttonhole worked. A button is sewed 
on the faced edge.

If home made ones are used. a small tab of 
double muslin should be stitched to the bot- 
tom edge. so it will come in the middle of the 
front. and another one in the middle of the 
back These are to pin the diaper to While 
it must aid the child’s comfort materially 
to have everything held well in place and 
Kept perfectly smooth, there is danger of 
pinning stockings, band, and diapers so tight 
that they pull. Besides making a nervous, 
irritable baby, it might do actual physical 
harm. 


White petticoats are made of cambric or 
the soft finished longcloth. These are cut 
with a waist band, and either a straight or 
circular shaped lower part. The waist must 
be loose, and see that the arm holes are 
plenty large. Finish the seams with a hand 
hemmed fell, as this is fatter than the French 
seam. A scant ruffle of sheer nainsook or 
Swiss embroidery makes a pretty finish at 
the bottom for the every day ones, and for 
two best ones set in an insertion one inch wide 
of fine French or German Valenciennes lace 
about two inches up from the bottom, and 
finish the edge of the petticoat with an edge 
the same width as the insertion, 

Most of the clothes suggested so far will 
iron flat and smooth, which is quite a con- 
sideration. Little wads and lumps of uneven

A good pattern for the night slips, which 
also lathe kind that ircns out flat, is cut with 
sleeves and body in one piece.

had better be put together with the narrow 
French beading. The sleeves are left large 
at the hand, finished with a narrow hem or 
casing through which bébé ribbon is run to 
adjust the size The neck can be finished 
with a tiny scalloped edge or a narrow fac- 
ing can be set an à tiny lace edge whipped 
on. As fhese little slips are used a good deal 
for dresses at first, it will be wise to havea 
generous supply, dnd twelve will be none too 
many. 

A couple of wrappers or kimonos of outing 
flannel will be useful, and to these might be 
adced one of fine French flanne! for wear 
during the day when needed. The one piece 
style is also good for these, and it is best 
to cut them decidedly loose everywhere. The 
ecges can be hemmed and feather stitched. 


The neck should be faced with wash silk, 
also the sleeves, and an inch or so up from the 
bottom of each sleeve, ag well as at the waist 
line of the kimono, work eyelet slits for run- 
ning ribbon th:ough. This allows the full- 
ness to be well adjusted, and when off the 
garment can be flat for ironing and laying 
away. 

An entire article could be devoted to the 
pretty dresses, coats, caps, bibs, blankete, 
p-llow slips, sacques, and other accegsories, 
but every mother has to judge how much of 
each of these things her baby will need. Fine 
materials should be chosen in every instance. 
and whatever work is put on them should be 
perfectly done. No corners slighted or no 
unfinished places left. |

the effrontery to call this a land of free- 
don.“ an asylum for the oppressed."

What is this ballot and what do they 
fear? In reality it is a great and precious 
gift. but like many other good things it 
has been prostituted to evil ends.

gether to protect women from the ballot ”’ 
in a state where legitimate children have 
only one parent. a father, and only Illegiti- 
mate children are legally blessed with moth- 
ers! Truly it is a chivalrous thing to pro- 
tect women from the ballot in a state 
where fathers are the sole guardians and 
custodians of minor children, with all that 
that means and where, if a woman would be 
a real mother she must refuse the bleseing 
of the church and state upon ber union. Ac- 
cording to the law, no, child in California 
can have two legal parents, but all are half 
orphans. 

However, California fe not the only state 
orphan asylum that we have in free America. 
It took IMinoils many years to change it- 
self from a great asylum of little orphans 
into a state of happy homes; it took a 
fearful tragedy in Massachusetts to achieve 
the same result; but it took California just 
one day, election day, for the women wem 
to the polls and voted themselves equal 
guardians with their husbands of the chil- 
dren they had borne.

seasoned rouge, the manipulator of votes 
or is it chivalry to give them the lega! power 
to prowect themselves? 

Are they chivalrous men, think you who 
would band together to protect women from 
the ballot in a state which Carefully guards 
its men children until they are 21 years 
of age, but which is responsibie for its wom- 


Why should a state so discriminate against 

its children, and in à state which does so 
discriminate, why, in the name of reason 
do men want to “ protect women from the 
da lot. which in other states where they 
have equal rights has proveg their great- 
est protection? Witness this in Wyoming 
the pioneer free state, the age of consent 
and the legal age is 21 years. the same for 
boys as it is for girls. 
These are matters easily remedied, you 
say, and that men win change them when 
their attention is drawn to these fearful 
wrongs. Perhaps. but it is interesting to 
note that in California, where men are 
banding together to “protect women from 
the dallot,“ jomst guardianship bills and 
bills to make the age of minority the same 
for girle as for boys, failed to pass the 
legislatures of 1000 ‘and 1011. 

Not all the laws of California are wrong 
and unjust, but the most vital and funde- 
mental ones are. An eight hour law was 
passed thie year for women and girls, and 
women are free to enter the profeseions and 
are eligible to school offices: Unmarried 
women have all the rights that men have 
Save the fundamental one of suffrage, but 
married women are discriminated against 
as well as Attie girls, so much so that any 
attempt to save women from the ballot be- 
comes a farce, a movement that bordere upon 
idilocy.. 

In conclusion it might be said that it fs 
not the ballot that needs to be curtailed, 
but the improper use of It. Instead of com- 
bining to protect women from the ballot. they 
should combine to protect the ballot from its 
enemies; to restore it to its place of honor: 
to reform conditions and make it imposei- 
ble or at least undesirable to misuse this 
_— potent weapon of civilized communi- 
tles. 

Unfortunately, the body politic shows signs 
of serious disorder. Each day shows new 
Plague spots but eruption ſe sometimes the 
beginning of the cure, and it might well 
be that the iniusiun ot new fresh blood 
into this body might mean the saving of 
the whole. It might mean more; it might 
mean the restoration, perhaps in time the res- 
urrection, of a new and spiritualized elec- 
torate, purged of its dross and corruption, 
a reality of attainment commensurate with 
our dreams of justice and righteousness. 

Robert Burns’ immortal couplet— 

“Oh wad some power the giftie gie us, 

To see oursel's as others see us!“ 
surely was never written for the daugh- 
ters of Eve, for there is no lack of tongues, 
or fens or mirrors to show us how we ap- 
pear to the world at large and the figures 
we cut therein. Aside from such little 
pleasantries as that New York women are 


getting not only stout, put actually too fat, 
and that Chicago women have increased in 
foot size, though this has been quickly and 
incignantly denied by Chicago men, we fig- 
ure to a considerable extent in the press. 

Unfortunately, in the daily press we figure 
largely in the foolish things, and small in 
the sensible things. The beauty special- 
ist tells us that beauty is the first duty of 
women a statement women will defy when 
they attain their full mental stature: the 
psycho.ogist tells us that beauty exists in 
the mind, while the traveler says that beauty 
S a matter of geography, and perhaps the 
last named one is nearest right, and here is 
the proof. 

In America, the fatty degeneration of wom- 
en is considered a calamity, yet if these same 
New York women were competing for the 
honor of entering the harem of an African 
monarch they would view with pride and 
pleasure their increased girth. However, we 
have strayed far from the point. In pass- 
ing, though, it might be well to say that 
when women lead more useful and normal 
lives, when industry claims them, when the 
laws of diet and right living are understood 
it is just possible that they will retain to 
a degree the slender forms they had in girl 
hood. 

As @ matter of fact, though, fat men are 
no more beautiful than fat women, and yet 
the dire and dreadful news that New York 
men are getting stout and bald, that their 
cheeks are flabby, their chins double, and 
that they wear larger shoes than they did 
when they were very young has not been 
considered sufficiently important to become 
@ matter of national affaira |

Mr. Myring, after a Were ness con- 
tracted in the high altitudes of Bolivia, ac- 
cepted a friend’s invitation to visit him on 
his large sugar plantation in the Chimcana 
valley of Peru. He went there to recuperate 
and to rest. This vallef, as stated above, is 
supposed to be the vast treasure house of the 
Incas, one of the most ancient races who 
have left their traces im the western hemi- 
sphere. It is said that the Inca treasure was 
concealed in this valley about the middle of 
the sixteenth century. It is said by legend 
that the Incas were bringing to the Spaniards 
gold and silver treasure for the ransom of 
their king, who had been captured. But the 
news of his death having reached them be- 
tore they arrived at the coast, they decided 


over to the enemy. After a council was held 


they decided that this was the only alterna- 
tive and the treasure was split into two por- 
tions, the larger of the two being known as 
the “big fish” and the smaller one as the 
4 * little fish.” 7 
f R * 
Spaniard, Discevers “ Litile Fish.” 

For the most part this story has been 
based on Indian legend. There is, however. 
one fact that has always gone to substan- 
tiate the story. It is to the effect that one 
of the last of the Inca race, about 1706, in- 
dicated to a foreigner where the Incas’ “ lit- 
tle fish” was concealed. Upon investigation 
it was found that he was correct,j@nd the 
smaller part of the treasure was FRcovered, 
but the “big fish” has remained a mystery 
always. 

This descendant of one of the greatest 
civilizations in the western world had in- 
herited the knowledge of the hiding place. 
A huge royalty was paid to the King of Spain 
by the Spaniard who found the little fish” 
and whearthed it. ö 

Where thé warring Incas fought their 
many battles against the invading Spaniard 
only a slovenly race of unintelligent Indians 
now live, aud thopgh interest has been lost 
to n great extent in the whereabouts of the 
“big fsh.“ now and then some settler turns 
up a silvgr ingot with his plowshare and 
there is a wild scramble after more.

termed in Spanish. Being conversant with 
the recorded history of the Incas and their 
religion and habits, he had preconceived 
ideas as to what would influence them in 
Selecting a safe hiding place for their treas- 
ure, and, accompanied by his host and a 
dozen indians, he started his quest. 


* * 


Two Months to Remove Treasure. 

After a comparatively short journey the 
party came to a spot which answered to Mr. 
Myring’s mental requirements, and almost 
immediately after digging operations were 
started it became apparent that the site of a 
vast prehistoric cemetery had been struck. 
Nothing was left of the dead but skulls and 
large bones, and even the silver and copper 
contents of the graves were corroded to noth- 
ingness. This is in marked, contra o the 
Inca graves in similar soll, whose etal con- 
tents fad even burial clothes and textiles 
show no appreciable deterioration after 600 
years of interment. 

Two months were occupied in removing all 
the art treasures contained in this tumulus, 
and they form the finest collection of the 
sort in existence today. At one end of the 
tumulus the soil was impregnated with salt- 
peter, and this deleterious substance had 
so corroded the pottery as to render it value- 
less and unrecognizable. Mr. Myring brought 
with him a few examples of the “ huachos” 
in a transition state of decay by the action 
of the saltpeter, and it is now Interesting 
to watch the almost daily exudation of the 
saltpeter crystals. 

Mr. Myring will not state what opinions 


he has formed as to the probable hiding place 
of the “big fish,” as at some future time he 
may make a further search for it, but he 
thinks that the same reasons with which he 
credited the Incas in selecting a suitable hid- 
ing place for their treasure also influenced 
the Chimus some 5,000 years previously in 
their selection of the main burial place for 
their dead.

Part of Collection Already Sold. 
»The shipping of this vast amount of arch- 
seological treasure to the United States has 
caused much agitation in European scientific 
circles. Some off he collection has already 
been sold to the British government and lies 
in the British museum, The balance will un- 
doubtedly find a ready sale in America as 
soon as it is shown, 

One by one the great art treasures of fhe 
world are finding their way into the land 
of “Jefterson Brick,” and the greatest -paint- 
ings are finding their way to the walls of 
American art galleries. It is* possible that 
the Myring collection will be disposed of 
to the Metropolitan museum in New York or 
the Field museum in Chicago, or it may as 
its way to the Pacific coast. 

There is no doubt that the valleys of bere 
have been stripped of „their greatest art 
treasures by several tions of ex- 
plorers, but there is said still to be much 
treasure there for the man who is willing to 
hunt for it. And the desire for ancient art 
objects is perhaps as strongly rooted in the 
scientific mind as the desire to find Capt. 
Kidd's wealth is rooted in the most ardent 
adventurer, though in this case it was by 
mere accident that Mr. Myring stumbled over 
the burial symbols of the Chimus. The value 
of this collection is estimated at $250,000.

M. Adolphe de Candolle, a French authority, detlares 
the blonde type is disappearing in that country In 
Jarrold, it is said of England that as late as Henry 
VIIL’s time that the predominating type was red 
headed. This is certainly not the case now. In Ger- 
many, according to Waltz, the pure blonde type, which 
was almost universal in the middle ages, is fast dying 
out. In G any, Switzerland, Belgium, and Austria an 
examination was recently made of almost 11,000,000 
school children. The result was that in. Switzerland 
the percentage of pure blonde children was only 11.1.

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This was a direct slap at Reno and Sioux 
Falls and all the other happy homes of the 
migratory divorce. The applicant for di- 
vorce must live in the state for two years 
before he or she can file the application. 

In Sioux Falls and Reno and formerly in 
Omaha and other less well known divorce 
centers it bas been the custom for the party 
of the first part to arrive at 9:45 a. m. step 
from the sleeper into a lawyer's office, state 
the grounds on which the divorce was to be 
granted—there always had to be grounds of 
some sort—and then establish a residence. 

It took the fair complainant—it usually was 
a fair complainant in these cases—at least 

two hours to establish a residence. First 
she would hunt up a good boarding house or 
family hotel.

Some Bit More Conscientious. 

Such divorcées as were more conscientious 
about establishing the residence would stop 
over for the theater that night and spend 
a day or two before leaving. At the end of 
six months, the legal residence having been 
established, the petitioner would return, 
visit her lawyer again, and appear with him 
in court for an hour or two, 

But now, if the rational commission hae its 
way, the divorcée will have to spend two 
blank, blameless years in the one horse 
town before she even can file her petition. 
Another thing that the commission desires is 
da hangover arrangement, by which the 
divorcéé sticks around for one year after 
the decree is, granted. This would mean that 
the divorced couple cannot remarry for one 
year, because the divorce does not become 
good until it has hung up under the rafters 
and ripened for twelve months. Think of the 
hiatus and desolation this will cause in the 
business of the remarrying magistrate or 
parson. When the national law goes into 
effect the remarrier will suddenly be cut 
off from income; nobody can be remarried 
for that period, and the remarper will have 
to wait a year before the new crop comes in. 

Another thing provided in the proposed 
uniform divorce law is that no state shall 
grant a divorce to a person from another 
state unless the grounds on which the suit 
is brought shall also be a cause of divorce 
in the state from which the petitioner came. 

With this clause in effect there would be

Moreover, the new code proposes to grant 
divorces only on six counts: infidelity, big- 
amy, felony, cruelty, desertion, and drunk- 
enness. In some way incompatibility of tem- 
perament, making faces, wearing pink neck- 
ties and other perfectly natural and proper 
grounde have been left out. As a final _ 
clincher to the provision against itinerent 
divoreées it is provided a decree can be 
granted only in the state in which the or- 
tense occurred, and if obtained in any other 
state or country is void.

In the matter of desertion I have made it 
a rule not to grant the divorce when it is 
the man who applies and charges his wife 
with desertion: I have found that in the 
great maority of instances the charge of 
‘husband desertion’ does not exist. The 
poor woman has been driven away by the 
conduct of her mate. When ti matter has 
been sifted down it is generally found that 
the wife has had good cause for departing. 
In fact, some brutal fellows have actually 
tortured and goaded their wives into leav- 
ing them and then have used the action as 
evidence of desertion. Only when infidelity is 
directly shown will a man have a chance to 
get a divorce tefore me on the charge that 
his wife has left him. 

“As to the methods used in gaining de- 
crees, it is a fact that the lawyers on beth 
sides are often hired with money from the 
Same pocketbook. There is no real con- 
test and testimony is allowed to go on 
record which makes a divorce order impera- 
tive. Charges are trumped up on each 
side and, presented with the appearance of 
good faith. Ofttimes the prospective di- 
voreée is willing to have himself painted a 
deep black in7Zorder that the blessed key 
to freedom may be obtained.

Now It’s Everyday Affair. 

“It is within easy memory when divorce 
formed an inconspicuous portion of the work 
of the courts. Once it was as fashionavie 
and rare as golf in its early stages. Now 
it is getting to be a deluge. And by the 
way, divorce is not a prehistoric institution. 
Its beginnings are plainly known. Before 
the time of Moses there was no such thing as 
divorce.
